— PrMtdent McKln- 
toy WM shot twice in tbe stomach by 
a WaU draaaed man with whom be was 
ikbklbg hands in front of the Ethnol- 
0t7 baildlng while on his way to the 
Temple of Music at the Pan-American 
•zpoaltiott to hold a public reception. 

The preeideat was ebot br a well- 
dressed man wlio wore a high hat and 
who while shaking hands with hini 
flred the shots with his loft hand. 

As the man reached the president, 
it is said he had the revolver covered 
with a handkerchief, and as he reach- 
ed out his hand to shake tbe presi- 
dent's hand ho flrcd. 

The president was at once removed 
to the hospital on the exposition 
grounds, in a aerioua condition, the 
fear that be was fatally wonnded be- 
ing Instantly felt. 

A bullet which had lodged against 
tbe breastbone has liecn alistracted, 

THe m^n who shot the president 
waa arrested and taken to prison. He 
admits that be is an anarcblat and 
that be Is a resident of Detroit ne 
says he is of Polish nationality, and 
bis name is given as Fred Nieman.

Fiery Speeches Were Made For auU 
Agnlust thit Traosvaal M ar But So 
Co i« 1 slon Was Reached— Die* 
patches From Foreign Lands. 



London, Sept. 6. — A stormy meeting 
of the Ecumenical Methodist confer- 
ence resulted from the reading by ihi- 
Rev. C. Smith of Pittsburg, Pa., of a 
paper on "The Influence of Methodism 
In the Promotion of Interiiation;" 1 
Peace." The five minute rule was 
adopted and tbe pastors made fler>- 
speeches for and against th" war in 
South Africa. Tbe campaign came in 
for a lot of criticism, and finally the 
chairman ruled reference to H out of 
order. Many Americans took part In 
the dIscusKinn. but none of the more 
prominent l>is!i<ips npoUc. The speech 
es were p'uu tuiU'd by iri ii icnt noisy 
Interruptions and cheers and counter 
cheers. There was a scene of consid- 
erable disorder and tbe discussion ter- 
minated without any conclusion being 
reached. 

The Rev. George Elliott of Detroit, 
saying he had often been called a lit- 
tle American, bitterly denounced tbe 
war against tbe Beffs. 

The Rev. R. J. Cooke of Chattanooga 
defcnd( d the necessity of hostilities to 
vindicate a principle. 

The Rev. J. M. King of Philadelphia 
said the best solution of the question 
waa ia President McKlnley 's . sen 
teneea, uttered at Buffalo, as follows: 
"The period of exclusivi lu ss is pa.-^t. 
The expansion of our trade and com- 
merce is the pressing problem, ('om- 
merdal wars are unprofitable. A pol- 
icy of good will and friendly trade re- 
lations will prevent n pri«.".ls. Reci- 
procity treaties ai>' in iiaimony with 
the spirit of the times; nu asuics i){ 
retaliation are not." Tbe reading of 
President McKinley'a remarks brought 
forth applause. 

Robert W. Perks, a member of par- 
liament, a prominent contractor ami 
vice presidt !it of the l-ibcral Inipi'rial 
council, dciHccated the usefulness of 
clerical manifestos. He believed that 
some wart were necesaary, but tbe 
growing tendency toward unnecessary 
strife was due greatly to the influence 
of corrupt, unlicensed jouiualism. 

The Rev. B. E. Hoes of Nashville, 
Tenn., said it would be impertinence 
for the conference to tell Great Britain 
what to do in South Africa. 

Information Wanted. 
Berlin. Sept 6.— Great surprise is 
felt here that tbe semi-ofBcial press 

has not thuujjht it necrsary to give an 
account of ilic negotiations at IJasol 
from the tJerman point of view. All tlie 
Information has come from Chinese 
sources. The German minister at Pe- 
king sticks to the assertion that the 
delay was caused by the fact that the 
protncdl was n<.t signtd. Similar 
statenit nts are made by Berlin papers. 
It would oe interesting, therefore, to 
know why the emperor gave wa^ pn 
this important point 

Europe Against Pan-Americanism. 

London. Sept 6.— Editorially dis- 
cnsaing Booth American matters, tbe 
Standard says: "Europe will never 
march out of America, North or South, 
at the iiidding of the Monroeists. In 
fact, Pan-Americanism in its widest 
sense is idle. Hut the necessity for 
the United States to become the pre- 
dominant political and commercial 
power is decided by the economic 
need of finding an outlet for an ever 
increasing surplus production."

Want Troops Landed. 

New York, Sept. ti — it is said that 
local merchants whose business has 
been affected by the depredations of 
the guerilla bands operating along 
the Isthmus of Panama suggest that it 
is about time the United States land- 
ed roops under he treaty with Colum 
bla to put a stop to tile di.->tail>anc>s 
which are injuring tiade and threat- 
ening American property. They also 
declare that the shutting off of miuury 
supplies to the Insurgents which are 
being shipped from thi.s port would 
do much toward ending the existing 
troutili'. Sliip captains who during the 
last few weeks have visited ports in 
Venezuela, say that large supplies of 
arms from Belgium and Germany are 
being landed in that country. 

O. N. Q. to Be Cut Down. 

Columbus, O., Sopt. 6. — It Is report- 
ed that the military authorities of the 
state are conteniplaf iiiK a i< ihu tion .if 
the strength of uhio .National tluavd 
to 2,000 men. The reason given is 
that many cities do not furnish suit- 
able armories for their military com- 
panies and as a result th(iu>aiids of 
dollars worth of arms and eciuipiuents, 
the property of the state, and valudblc 
arms of the United States, for which 
the state is reaponsible, are stored in 
unsafe places. Adjutant General Gy- 
ger ia quoted as saying that the re- 
duction of the guard has been consi,!- 
ered some time, that with a guaid of 
2,000 to 2,300 the state would receive 
Just as much money from the general 
govdmment for its support, and the 
military itorta could be made more 
secure.

filled by oilier workmen. The notice 
was signed by the American Tin Plate 
company. Manager Lauck stated at 
that time that he had seven mills run- 
ning and had enough men to fully op- 
erate them. 

At the National Tube company's 
plant at McKeesport. COO nonunion 
men started to work, making 1,000 
men now in the department. A large 
numbe r of othi'rs apj'lied fov work, but 
tliey were turned buck because the 
mill was not in shape to take on any 
more men. There was no attempt 
made by the strikers to stop the men 
as they went In. The management 
claims that by next week the entire es-' 
tablishnieiit ill ]<'! in operation and 
the strike a thing of the past. 
. The situation at the plants in Pitts- 
burg waa not greatly changed. At 
tbe Pennsylvania Tube works over 200 
men are now at work. A meeting of 
former employes who are still out has 
been arranged for Saturday afternoon, 
when Manager l.atschaw will bave a 
conference with the men. 

At the Painter worka in this city, 
the management announeed that It 
had enough men to run d;Miuie turn. 
Rumors were current on tlie South 
Side tiiat the .Moiiongaheia tin plate 
worka would be started in a few days. 
A wagon load of cots was said to have 
been taken into the works and sleep- 
ing and eating quarters were being 
erected In the mil! for the use of the 
imported men to be brought here to 
break tbe strike.
